ANOTHER ( CHANCE

DECIDED NOT TO ISSUE AN ULTI- 
MATUM JUST YET. 


Time Limit Placed for a Conference— 
Slisbury Receives an Ovation— 
War Credit of $25,000,000. 


London, Sept. 10.—The cabinet here 
attracted greater public interest than 
aby meeting of ministers for years past. 
A well dressed crowd of people cordin- 
ally greeted the most prominent cab- 
inet ministers and impatiently thronged 
the precincts of the foreign office 
througout the session, eagerly scrutin- 
izing the faces of those coming and go- 
ing in the hope of obtaining a glimmer- 
ing of the outcome of this momentous 
event. A war spirit was evident on 
ull sides, and the generals were euthusi- 
astically cheered as they appeared, the 
crowd evidently understanding that 
they had been summoned to be in readi- 
ness in toe event of the winisters wish- 
ing their advice. 

A crowd of 2,000 to 3,000 assembled 
at the White hall entrance to Downing 
street, where the foreign and colonial 
offices are situated, early this morning. 
Mr. Jos. Chamberlain and the Earl of 
Selborn, under secretary, were the first 
arrivals, and were followed by Field 
Marshall Lord Wolseley, commander- 
in-chief of the army and General Sir 
Revers Builer, who it is said, will have 
the field command in the event of war 
with the Transvaal and General Sir 
Evelyn Wood, adjatant general of the 
forces. 

The arrival of Lord Salisbury was 
the signal for tremendous cheering. 
Next came the Duke of Devonshire, 
lord president of the council. 

The first indication of a possible 
decision of the cabinet came from the 
stock exchange, where the tone recov 
ered on a report that the ministers had 
decided not to send an ultimatum to 
the government of the Transvaal, but 
to insist that the Transvaal must agree 
to a conference at Cape Town. But it 
is too early yet to pretend to give this 
as definite information of the action 
contemplated or taken. 

The ministers came out arm in arm, 
laughing and chatting, greatly contras- 
ting with the manner with which they 
went in. Lord Salisbury was again 
received with an ovation. Although 
the foreign office has not given out an 
official statement, the general impres- 
sion is that no ultimatum will be sent 
to the Transvaal at present, and that a 
time limit was placed for a conference 
at Cape Town. 

The cabinec cecided to ask at once 
for a war credit of £5,000,000. This 
was decided upon at a special meeting 
of the cabinet called in extreme haste 
because of the Transvaal cris‘s. Intense 
excitement was aroused by the war 
council. 

Pretoria, Sept. 10.—In the course of 
a debate in the rand Friday President 
Kroger said he knew the Lord would 
give a good judgment in the dispute 
petween England andthe Transvaal 
and that ‘‘if Mr. Chamberlain stood 
before the countenance of God his own 
conscience must acknowledge that there 
was no suzerainty.’’ All depended, the 
president declared, upon Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s reply. He (Kruger) had given 
much away already. He had given his 
jacket and his trousers, the only thing 
left was his independence.’’ ‘‘It is 
said,’’ continued Kruger, ‘‘that it was 
the desire of the British to wipe out 
the defeat at Majuba Hill, but it was 
the noblest thing that England ever did 
when, after that, she restored the inde- 
pendence of the Transvaal. That was 
due to Mr. Gladstone, who saw that 
the petitions sent to the Quecn were 
false. That deed is indelibly engraved 
on the minds of the inhabitants of the 
Transvaal as the noblest of England’s 
deeds, ’’ 

London, Sept. 10.—It is understood 
that the result of the British cabinet 
council meeting, held here Friday, 
established tiese facts: 

Parliament wil] not be summoned. 

The reserves will not be called ont. 

Ten thousand troops will be sent to 
South Africa. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press learns that « strongly worded dis- 
patch has been sent to the Transvaal, 
which will be published here immedi- 
ately on its deliv ery there

calles, aide-de-camp to the Earl of 
Minto, governor-gneeral of Canada, 
telegraphs to the Time; as follows: 
**The governor-general has not received 
an invitation to the Chicago festival 
and bis acceptance would depend on his 
Canadian engagements. He much 
uppreciates the suggested compliment. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier bas not communi- 
cated with the Veterans’ association in 
any way.”’

MADE THEIR VOWS 


Methodist Minister snd His Wife Make 
a Unique Selection of Location. 

Banff,Sept. 10.—A marriage in high 
altitudes took place yesterday, the 
Methodist minister from Moose Jaw 
and a young lady from St. Louis being 
married by the Rev. Jackson Wray, 
Methodist clergyman of this village.

- Startling if True. 


Vancouver, Sept. 10.—At Cascade 
the other day sensational evidence was 
given during the preliminary examina- 
tion of Charles Mullen and Robert 
Cumeron, who are charged with urson. 
They are accused of having burned the 
Columbia hotel last July. The evidence 
brought out tended to connect the fire 
with the bitter rivalry between Grand 
Forks and Columbia, and to implicate 
prominent Grand Forks citizens with 
the recent incendiary fires which des- 
troved hotels at Columbia and Green- 
wood. The affair has caused intense 
interest all over the district. 


Highwaymen’s Work. 

Cornwall, Sept. 10.—About 2 o'clock 
Friday morning Alvin Pescod was 
waylaid by foar highwaymen at the 
corner of Pitt and Third streets. They 
stepped from behind a high fen:ze and 
knocked him down with the butt end 
of.a revolver. After searching him 
they bound him hand and foot and gag- 
ging him with his own hat, carried 
him into a side street. Another man 
who happened along was served in the 
same way. When Officer Lalonde 
reached the corner, the quartette step- 
ped out and two of them covering him 
with revolvers ordered ‘‘hands up.’’ 
The officer sprung out into the road- 
way and the highwaymen fired four 
shots none of which took effect, how 
ever.

_|BOERS: _ DEFIANT, 


CHANGE FOR THE WORSE IN THE 
TRANSVAAL SITUATION. 


Tne Boers Request an Explanation as 
to the Massing of British Troops 
on the Transvaal Frontier. 


Pretoria. Sept. 8.—At the desire o9f 
the Transvaal government Mr. Conyng- 
bam Greene. British diplomatic agent 
here, communicated to Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, governor of Cape Colony, and Brit 
ish high commissioner in South Africa, 
an evquiry as to whether an explana- 
tion should be given in regard to the 
mobilization of British troops on the 
Transvaal frontier. 

London, Sept. 8.—The Transvaal 
situation “as changed since yea:erday 
for the worse. The Roer request for 
an explanation as to the massing of 
British troops on the frontier of the 
Transvaal is ap Ominous note of ir.ta- 
tion and impatience, which, at sucha 
critical stage, cau scarcely be inter- 
preted as anything but defiauce. 

Both here and at Cape Colony, the 
tension and arming coutipue. Whether 
tomorrow’s cabinet council will afford 
immedate relief is stfil a question of 
great doubt. The more conservative 
believe that the cabinet will only put 
atime limit on negotiations, and the 
interim will be merely a repetition of 
the anxious time which has marked the 
past few weeks. 

Cape Town advices say the Afrikand- 
ers regard the last Boer reply as evas- 
ive; while others regard it as designed 
toentangle the two goveruments in 
further negotiations. The average 
opinion of the British press is inclined 
to regard it as the last straw which 
will break the back of the most long 
suffering diplomatic camel. 

The second edition of the Morniag 
Post today contains a special dispatch 
from Pietermaritzburg, the capital of 
Natal, saying an ultimatum will be 
forwarded to the Boers today. 

Cape Ton, Sept. 8.—Midnight—The 
Boers, it is positively stated, are con- 
centrating on the burder. 

London, Sept. 8.—The Daily Mail 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Johannesburg: ‘‘It 1s reliably reported 
from Pretoria that a special military 
train, with a body of armed men, was 
dispatched to the Natal border on Tues- 
day night with an equipment of several 
heavy field guns and a quantity of 
ammunition.’’ 

The Joharnesbvrg correspondent of 
the Times says: ‘‘As showing the 
mental attitude of the Boers, I quote 
the remark of an influential govern- 
ment official, supposed to be an enligh- 
tened man, whose name, if cisclosed, 
would cause surprise. ‘Don’t worry,’ 
he said, ‘we’ve licked the Engiish 
twice already and we will give them 
such a flogging this time as they never 
«ot.’’’ 

A special dispatch to the Morning 
Post from Petermaritzburg says that 
the 800 Boers who left Pretoria for 
Standerton, about fifty miles from the 
frontier, pushed on to Volkssrost, close 
to the Natal border, where they are 
now encamped. The same correspond- 
ent says that the arrangements for the 
defence of Newcastle, in Natal, are 
now practically complete. 


CANAL BLOCKED. 


Ship Wrecked fin St. Mary’s River, Closing 
Up the Soo to Navigation. 

Toronto. Sept. 8.—A serious loss will 
be occasioned to the upper lake ship- 
ping industry by a block which had 
occurred at Sault Ste. Marie canal by 
the wrecking of a large ship Jaden 
with iron ore in St. Mary’s river, effec- 
tively blocking the channel for all boats 
drawing more than 131-2 feet of 
water. Stopping St. Mary’sa channel 
even for a few days at the present time 
involves avery large loss to vessel 
owners. Canadian owners will of 
course lose !ess in proportion than the 
Americans, and wil! not, of course, be 
very much hurt, as the proportion of 
the Canadian deep draft vessels was 
comparatively small. The Canadian 
Pacific railway line from Owen Sound 
to Fort William will be prevented from 
sailing and two vessels of the Northern 
company which ply to Lake Superior 
ports will have to sail lighter than 
usual or also tie-up for the time. The 
Rosedale, Bannockburn and other Can- 
adian grain carriers using the well and 
canal only draw fourteen feet and by 
loading light can get through the old 
Canadian channel of thirteen and one- 
half feet. The carriage of Canadian 
wheat from Fort William to Buffalo 
and of American wheat and iron ore 
from Lake Superior to Lake Erie ports 
will, however, be almost stopped as the 
vessels engaged in that traffic are of 
xreat size aod cannot possibly get 
through till the blockade is raised. In 
the present congestion of traffic this is

In reply to the dispatch of the Brit- 
ish government, the Transvaal govern- 
ment on Satarday handel to the brit- 
ish agent in Pretoria a. r@sponse of 
which the following is a purport: The 
government of the South African 
republic regrets that Great Britain is 
of the opinion that it is unable to 
accept the proposals made by the Trans- 
vaal dispatches of August 19th and 
2ist. by which the term for obtaining 
the franchise was fixed at five years‘ 
and the representation of the Witwaters 
and district was included. The govern- 
ment regrets the more, inasmuch as it 
was led to understand from the uegotia- 
tions previous to its formal proposals 
that the latter would be’ accepted by 
the British government. Ip these con- 
ditions, the Transvaal considers its pro- 
posals are annulled, and finds it neces- 
sary to submit them to the volksraadt 
and the people. It remains of the 
opinion that its proposais are extremely 
liberal, and as extensive as those pres- 
ented by the British high commissioner 
at Bloemfontain. It 1s also of the 
opinion that the conditions attached to 
this proposal are reasonable. 

The Transggal never desired Great 
Britain to abandon any rights possessed 
by tne Lordon convention of 1884, or 
by virtue of the international law. The 
‘Lransvaal still hopes that these declara- 
tions will lead to 4 good understanding 
and a solution of the existing difficul- 
ties. With regard to the question of 
suzerainty, the Transvaal government 
refers to the dispatsh of April 16, 1598, 
and considers it unnecessary to repeat 
it. Thereply then proceeds to say: 
**The Transvaal government has already 
made known totbe British agent its 
objections to accepting -the proposals 
contained in the Britisi, ‘high commis- 
sioner’s telegram of Angust 2nd, sug- 
gesting the appointu:ent of delegates to 
draw up i report on the, last electoral 
law voted by the Volksraadt. If the 
one-sided examization referred to in 
the last British dispatch should show 
that the existing electoral law can be 
made more efficacious, the Transvaal 


government, is ready to‘ make a pro- 


posal to the Volksraadt with this 
object. It is also disposed to furnish 
all the information and’ €nlightenment 
possible, but is of the opinion that the 
result of such an inqvity, so far as 
regards a useful appreciation of tbe 
law, will be of little valne. Neverthe- 
less the government is very desirous of 
satistying Great Britain in the matter 
of electoral law, and the representation 
of the mining districts. *’

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AN AMERICAN DID IT. 


He Opened the Bank of England's 
Vaults on a Wager. 

The first world’s fair, the Crystal pal- 
ace at London, was held in 1851, and 
though it was a long time ago it is not 
forgotten and has not been surpassed by 
the world’s fairs which have followed. 
it was at the Crystal palace that the 
American mechanic showed that he stood 
secohd to nune in the world. Hobbs chal- 
lenged Chubb, and Hobbs, the American 
mechanic, carried off the first prize as a 
lockmaker. Hobbs represented an Amer- 
ican manufacturer of iron bank safes. 
He placed his safe on exhibition and tied 
the key to the combination lock on the 
outside. Inside the safe was placed £250, 
or $1,250, and the free offer was made 
to the mechanics of the world that if 
they opened the safe the money contained 
therein could be taken for their success. 
‘The safe was never opened. At that time 
Chubb was famous all over England and 
iu Europe as a lockmaker. The Bank of 
England indorsed Chubb and used his 
lucks exclusively. Hobbs examined the 
workmanship of the locks and offered to 
not only enter the outer doors of the 
Bank of England, but to open also the 
seven doors leading to the treasure safes 
inside of two hours if permission was 
given. This was too much for the Brit- 
ishers to stand, and they gave the beces- 
sary Consent. 

Hobbs was on band two hours before 
the time for opening the doors of the 
bank arrived and announced himself 
ready to go to work. All the tools he had 
he carried in his vest pocket, consisting 
of about 20 picks. He opened the front 
door in seven minutes and entered the 
bank triumphantly. He next approached 
the onter door of the treasure safe. In 
six minutes the door opened, and before 
one bour had passed, half of the time be 
asked for, he had his hands in the treas- 
nre of the bank. much to the amazement 
of the directors of the bank and to the 
intense disgust of Chubb, a man of 
influence and wealth. He took his de- 
feat. gamely, however, and soon set to 
work to improve his locks. This he did 
by taking Hobbs into his employ as an 
adviser. For the time, however. I think 
the Bank of England put American locks 
on their safes, for everybody recognized 
the fact that Chubb was no more a 
match for Hobbs than Sayers was for 
Heenan.

THE DEPARTMENTAL STORE 
AGAIN. 

The appearance of a large number of 
xatalogues from an eastern business con- 
cern showing lines of staple and fancy 
goods at apparently low prices and sol 
iciting letter orders from all classes of 
people, brings up again the question, 
which has been such a sore one with 
many of the retail traders in the west, 
of people sending east for goods which 
gan be bought at home. It is known to 
everyone who is at all observing that 
every year the people of the west in both 
town and country send a large sum of 
money in the aggregate to the depart- 
mental stores in the east for staple and 
fancy goods. These'stores have learned 
tu look to the west for this trade, they 
cater to it and always get it. The coun- 
try is annually flooded with their cata- 
logues, etc., through which means they 
solicit business. 

It is unfortynate that such a state of 
affairs is possible. There is no reason 
whatever why each section of country 
should not be self-contained in the matter 
of its retail trade. The idea that it pays 
to deal with the departmental stores of 
the east rather than with the merchants 
that are on the ground is erroneous to 
the last degree. 
' ‘The local merchant may not carry so 
Jarge and varied a stock as the depart- 
yartmental store, he may not have so 
many bargain fakes to attract customers, 
but he generally has the class of goods 
which are best adapted for the section in 
which they are being sold, he has them 
on the ground, where they can be in- 
spected before purchasing, and he is al- 
ways ready to grant redress if there 
should be anything wrong with the 
article which he has sold or to change it 
if it does not suit. Moreover, he is a 
part of the local community, is spending 
his money where he makes it, and is help- 
ing to provide 9 market for the articles 
which his customers in turn have to sell, 
* The departmental store situated per 
haps 1,50) miles away has none of these 
advantages. Jt is true that they some- 
times offer goods for sale at what wight 
be termed a bargain, but as a general 
rule the buyer gets not an iota more 
than his or her money's worth and not 
infrequently less. Their goods are as 
often as not much inferior to the cata- 
Jogrue description of them, and if the cus- 
tomer is not satistied it is hard, and 
sometimes impossible, to obtain redress.

The last session of the Dominion Par- 
liameut lasted over four and a half 
months. That isa long time but it is 
not unique. Here are the figuresof some 
former sessions : 1884, four months ex- 
actly ; 1885, five months and twenty-one 
days; 1891, five months and one day; 
1892, four months and fourteen days; 
1894, four months and eight days ; 1898, 
four months and ten days. The shortest 
session was the second of 1873, which 
opened on October 3rd and was pro- 
rogued on November the 7th, after a 
duration of fifteen days. The newly- 
formed Mackenzie Government then ap- 
pealed to the country. The first session 
of that year nominally lasted from March 
5th to August 15th, five months and 
eight days, but it was adjourned on May 
23rd, after two months and eighteen 
days, and on re-assembling on August 
13th, was immediately prorogued. The 
two sessions next in shortness to the 
session, of 1873, were the second of 1896 
one month and sixteen days, and that of 
1871, one tronth and twenty days. 
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In a recent editorial in these columns 
it was stated that full provision was 
made for the destruction of noxious 
weeds on the public higways, unoccupied 
lands and all other lands. One of our

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Big Advance in Lake Freights. 


Free Press:—A very serious advance 
in the lake transportation rates on grain 
has taken place owing to the enormous 
shipmests of ironore from Duluth to 
Buffalo and the chartering of all the 
available vessels at enormously increased 
rates. The ore shipments ve been 
bidding against the wheat shipments for 
vessel room at Duluth during the past 
week, and the result is that there was an 
advance of one cent a bushel on wheat, 
of thirty to thirty-five cents on iron, and 
fifty cents a thousand on lumber in lake 
transportation rates. The latest quota- 
tions for wheat from Duluth to Buffalo 
are five cents a bushel, and Winnipeg 
grain dealers are unable to make con- 
tracts from Fort William at less than six 
cents a bushel to Buffalo, as inst 
about two and a half cents a bushel last 
year, and an anticipated maximum this 
year of three cents. The activity, the 
competition and the enormous shipments 
of both ore and wheat from Duluth will 
attract so many vessels that the supply at 
Fort William, which is chiefly American 
bottoms, will be short and the rates high. 
It isa regrettable fact there are not 
enough boats to handle the business, and 
those now available and in the trade will 
simply be gold mines during the next 
few months. The disheartening effect of 
this so far as Manitoba and the west are 
concerned is to throw an additional bur- 
denon grain and lessen the amount 
which the farmer will receive.

he had control of seven cheese factories 
for years and also engaged in farming. 
He left his wife and family in Ontario 
and came west to prove the country. 
After thoroughly inspecting the Regina 
and otaer districts, he came to the con- 
clusion that Moose Jaw was all right and 
entered for 2-18-27,which he homesteaded. 
After an experience of six crops, he had 
been able to make both ends meet on the 
homestead, and in addition to a good 
livelihood and purchasing a full stock of 
agricultural implements, etc., etc., him- 
self and son had acquired 800 acres of 
land, and being convinced that his pros- 
pects in this country were much brighter 
than in Ontario, he sold out his interests 
there and brought his wife and family to 
this district. r. Watson and his son, 
Angus, have now 1,120 acres of land, and 
this year have 300 acres under crop and 
130 summerfallowed for next year. Last 
year Mr. Watson had 4,580 bushels of 
grain off 140 acres, and this year they 
expect their wheat to yield thirty, oats 
seventy, and barley forty bushels to the 
acre. Mr. Watson has a herd of twenty- 
five cattle and eight work horses, and 
Angus has five horses and four head of 
cattle. Mr. Watson works his farm with 
the assistance of two men in the spring, 
four io harvest and one in winter, and 
while the reporter was interviewing, the 
photographer was also busy and obtained 
a snap shot of the two self-binders and 
the farm hands at work stooking the 
grain. The majority of the settlers of 
this district have an ideathat they can- 
not afford the time to beautify their 

remises by planting trees, but a visit to 
Mr. Watson's should prove that the re- 
sults obtainable are worth double the 
trouble. Mr. Watson has now over ten 
thousand young trees planted around 
five acres of land, and those he planted 
four years ago now average 8 feet high, 
having grown two feet each year. Mr. 
Watson did all the work in connection 
with the trees himself, and the trees 
have grown without a single pail of 
water or any manure. After sixteen 

ears’ experience ip this country Mr. 
Wateon can honestly advise all farmers 
in Ontario or elsewhere, who desire to 
better themselves, to come to the Mrose 
Jaw distric:, as better land can not be 
had under the sun. 


and after ing the high hille which 
surround Moose Jaw we could see farm 
houses on evety side. We headed for the 
nearest one, and after a drive of two or 
three miles we came to the farm or Mr. 
Robert Jones. Wefvound Mr. Jones at 
work cutting a Geld of oats, with three or 
four men stooking in another field just 
cut. Mr. Jones came to this coun 
with hie wife aud family in 89 from Wel- 
dington County, Ont. They brought with 
them a car load of effecta, with which 
they made a start. Mr. Jones has now a 
section and a half (960 acres) of land and 
last year thresked 7,000 bushels of grain 
off 250 acres, his wheat averaging over 
twenty-five bushels to the acre. This year 
he has half a section (320 acres) under 
crop and 200 acies summerfallow. He ex- 
pects thirty bushels of wheat and between 
forty and fifty of oat3 w the acre. Mr. 
Jones has a herd of fifty cattle, eleven of 
which are milch cows, and a bunch of 
twenty-four horses, including colts and 
young horses. Himself and family work 
the farm with the assistance of one man, 
except in harvest time. Mr. Jones has 
great faith in this country and the fact 
that he could come here a poor man ten 
‘years age and now possess 960 acres of 
land within three miles from Moose Jaw, 
speaks volumes for Mr.Jones and the 
capabilities of this district. But Mr. 
Jones is only oneof a good many hundred. 
and as our readers follow as in our 
ramblings over the prairie on Monday, 
they will see that others have met with 
similar and even greater succeas, though 
perhaps under different circumstances. 
After leaving Mr. Jones’ we drove 
between a couple of fine fields of wheat, 
around a large piece of summerfallow 
and struck a well graded and apperently 
much used road running north. We h 
not followed it far until we met Mn 
Nathaniel Harris on his way to town with 
a load of vegetables for the Moose Jaw 
market. Mr. Harris came to thiscountry 
ten years ago from Listowel, Ont., accom- 
panied by bis wife and family of twosons 


After leaving Mr. Watson’s we copn- 
tinued to wend our way northward and 
westward and shortly afterward drove 
up to the large and commodious farm 
house of Mr. J. G. Beesley. Mrs. and 
Miss Beesley were the only ones at home, 
Mr. Beesley being away to Buffalo Lake, 
and the men were busy harvesting on 
“the second homestead’, a couple of 
miles distant. Here we accepted a kind 
invitation to rest awhile, and after at- 
tending to our “friend,” the horse, we 
entered the house to find Mrs. Beesley’s 
hospitable board specially for us, 
for we had arrived too late for dinner. 
After we had showed our appreciation of

Beesiry believes in the planting of trees 
and raising them from the seed, and this

pansies, sweet William, and a whole lot 
more of which we do not know the names 
but which seem to mature rapidly at 
“Marlborough Farm.” We would like to 
write more about this beautiful spot but 
time and space forbids us. It was three 
o'clock in the afternoon when we again 
found ourselves on the trail. But be- 
fore starting there was put into our rig a 
large bunch of vegetables, some of which 
we measured since coming home and 
found the carrots to measure nearly three 
inches in diameter, and a silver skinned 
onion eleven inches in circumference. 
These were taken from patches that had 
already been gone over several times, 
and will give our readers some ideaof the 
capabilities of the soil. During our stay 
we also secured three “snap shots” of 
the farm buildings and wheat ficlds with 
the binders at work. 


From Mr. Beesley’s (which, by the 
way, is Marlborough post office) wé.could 
see the large barns and com ious farm 
buildings of Messrs. Donald McBain, 
Thos. Falconer, T. Barry, Thos. Winn, 
the Macpherson brothers, Jos. Smith, 
Thos. Webb, H. Dorrell and others, all of 
whom are well-to-do farmers living with- 
in fourteen or fifteen miles of Moose 
Jaw, and whose buildings give the dis- 
trict a devidedly come-to-stay appearance. 

But we found it impossible to call on 
everybody, 80 turning our faces westward 
a quarter mile drive brought us to the 
home of Mr. W. H. Young, who is a Can- 
adian by birth, but came to this distsict 
from Michigan in 1892. While ona trip 
through to the coast he stopped off here 
to visit Mrs. Beesley, who is a niece to 
his wife, and after visiting British Col- 
umbia he decided to locate in Moose Jaw. 
In '93 and ’94 his crop was a failure, in 
’95 he had a good rield, and in ‘86 his 
crop promised well but just before it 
ripened it was completely hailed out. 
For the past three years he has met with 
splendid success, and is satisfied that 
he has done better than he could have 
had he remained in Michigan. He has 
now 320 acres of land, and this year ex- 
pects 1600 bushels off seventy-five acres, 
which he was cutting that day, and at 
least 480 bushels of oats off twelve acres. 
He has also fifty acres of summerfallow 
and ten of breaking in shape for next 
spring. He works the farm alone with 
six horses, and has an equal number of 
cattle. 

Then we drove over to Mr. Beesley’s 
second homestead where we found hi 
two youngest sons, Jack and Willie, 
cutting a 130-acre field of wheat, the one 
with a McCormick and the other with a 
Massey-Harris binder. This year “the 
boys” expect the wheat to average thirty 
bushels, and some will go as high as 
thirty-five, while one field of oats will 
probably yield fully_ninety bushels to the 
acre. 

From here we drove to the farm of Mr. 
J. D. Fraser, also in the Malborough dis- 
trict, whom we found on his binder 
“mowing it down.” Mr. Fraser isa “her- 
ring back,” having come from Nova 
Scotia in 81 and after spending a couple 
of years at Brandon he came to this 
trict, and after working out for a couple 
of years he took up land and commenced 
farming on his own account. He has 
now acres of land, a fine large barn 
26x32 which he built last summer, and a 
comfortable farm house in which 
keeps batch. This year he has under 
crop 120 acres, and 140 acres in ~~ 
shape for next year.

After h so many glowing accounts 
of the West, he rented his farm and came 
to this district, taking up land six miles 
from Moose Jaw. As no one but the 
children were at home, we were unable 
to obtain any definite particulars as to 
the result of Mr. Rathwell’s operations 
since that time, but if we are to judge b 
his farm house, his large garden, tensed 
pasture land, and the stone foundation 
for a large barn, which is now ready for 
the su cture, we must say that he 
has indeed been very successful. 
Mr. Rathwell must possess a good many 
acres of land, for it is commonly reported 
that for the past two years he has had 
8,000 bushels of wheat, and this year we 
understand he expects about 9,000 
bushels. 

_ After leaving Mr. Rathwell’s we con- 
tinued along a graded road, and shortly 
after six o’clock arrived at the farm of 
Mr. J. W. Glassford, whom we found 
away totown. We accepted Mra. Glass- 
ford’s invitation to stop for tea, and 
shortly afterwards Mr. Glassford arrived 
home. Mr. and Mrs. Glassford are also 
settlers since '83, having arrived in the 
spring of that year from Cardwell, Ont., 
accompanied by their family of two boys 
and three girls. They brought with them 
a carload of settlers’ effects and a i 
of cows. Mr. Glassford homes 
about four milles from Moose Jaw and 
has now 640 acres of land, 150 under crop 
and 100 summerfallow. He has also six 
good lots in town and a couple of dwel- 


ling houses worth about $2,500.00. He 
has fifteen work horses, six yearling colts, 
eleven head of young cattle and four 


milch cows. By the time this reaches 
our readers, Mr. Glaseford will have 
finished cutting, last week his three 
hinders having cut 130 acres of wheat. 
Hie grain is therefore beyond the da 
of frost. This year he expects 4; 
bushels of wheat and 2,000 of oats besides 
barley, etc. Mr. Glassford has also a 
fine garden, and besides having plenty of 
vegetables for family use, he will have 
about a hundred and fifty bushels of 
potatoes this fall. Mr. Glassford’s child- 
ren have attended school in town and 
his eldest son, John, holds a second class 
teacher’s certificate. This brings to 
mind the educational facilities of the 
Moose Jaw district, and we venture to 
say that in no part of the Territories 
have the settler’s children greater ad- 
vantages in this regard. Besides the 
Moose Jaw school where seven teachers 
are eoppret. and where scholars have 
obtained first, second and third class cer- 
tificates, there are no less than twelve 
rural schools in the settled portions of 
district, where the children are fitted for 
ublic school leaving or entrance to the 
h school.

This is now 
the fifth day he has spent in the country

SEVEN DROWNED. 


FATE OF A YACHTING PARTY IN 
HALIFAX HARBOR, : 


Members of the Daytson Family Were 
Caught in a Squall and Only 
Four Were Saved. 


Haljifax, Sept. 5.—A terrible accid- 
ent, resulting io the loss of seven lives, 
occurred off the harbor yesterday even- 
ing. The victims were members of a 
picuic party which left here yesterday 
morning in 3 yacht hired for the occa- 
sion. Their destination was McNab’s 
Island, a popular, resort about two 
wiles from the city. The boat reached 
its destinaton in safety and the plea. 
sure-seekers spent an enjoyable day. 
The party included Robert Davison, 


aged 25; his wife, 28; his sisters, 
Mabel, 12; Florence, 23; Alice, 24; 
Bertha, 24, and Louis, 29; Wm. H. 


Hawil.on, of the city clerk’s office, 29; 
J. Hancock, 30; J. Poole and Edward 
Jude, ofticers of H. M. S. Talbot. 

The Davisons were children of Robert 
Davison, who came here from New 
York yeven years ago, and is one of the 
best known residents of this city. The 
young people were all prominent in 
society circles and young Hamilton 
and Bertha Davison were to have been 
married in the near future. About 5 
o’clock the party started to return 
home with a strong wind blowing from 
the north. ‘the breeze freshened until 
it assumed the proportions of a gale and 
heavy squalls followed one after the 
other in quick succession. It was one 
of the most dangerous sailing days that 
bas been experienced for some time 
ard when the boat was in a wost 
dangerous part of the channel, a tre- 
mendous gust of wind strack them 
with all sail set and tore the mast from 
its box. A second gust forced the 
heavy timber back, and striking the 
bottom injected a hole through the 
bottom. Ina moment the party were 
doomed to face death and the eleven 
were battling for their lives. Poole 
and Jude, who are both excellent swim- 
mers, caught Bertha aud Loaise Davi- 
son in their arms and started for the 
shore. The others were left to their 
fate. Mrs. Davison was the first to 
disappear beneath the waves und short. 
ly after the other companies followed 
her. For nearly a quarter of an hour 
the brave officers fought against ter- 
rible odds and were at length picked up 
by a passing steamer. The women 
were almost gone and it was only after 
careful medical attention that they 
were resuscitated 

The sews was telephoned to the city 
and Mayor Hamilton at once detailed a 
squad of policemen to proceed to the 
scene of the disaster and endeavor to 
recover the bodies. 


Seamen Ordered Out. 


London, Sept. 5.—The_ general 
strike of seamen and steamer firemen 
which has bem threatened for some 
time was declared yesterday, the ship- 
owners refusing to accept the invita- 
tion of the seamen’s and firemen’s 
union for a conference in regard to fix- 
ing the rate of wages for firemen and 
sailors on steamers at £6, and for sail- 
ors on sailing vessels at £4 montbly, a 
slight advance in the average wages 
now paid at the various British ports. 
Reports as to the effect and thorough- 
ness of the movement have not yet 
been received, except from Soath 
Shields, where, it is stated that two 
thousand men have gone ont. Many 
meetings have been keld in the vicin- 
ity of the London docks,, the speak- 
ers expressing the determination of the 
men to remain idle until their de- 
mands have been granted. Bat traffic 
at this port kas not yet been effected. 
It is not likely that the strike will be 
completely ordered for several days and 
until then its extent will not be 
known or its results keenly felt. The 
manifesto of the union ordering the 
strike inclades all the ports in the Un- 
ited Kingdom.

LYNN CANAL PORT LEASE. 


Agreement for a Temporary Boundary 
Line May Be Reached Next Week. 
New York, Sept. 5.—The Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Herald says: 
‘*Important concessions have been made 
by Great Britain, acting for Canada, 
in the matter of the Alaskan boundary 
dispute, which encourage the belief 
that an agreement for the establish- 
ment of a temporary boundary line 
may be reached next week. The 


officials are reticent concerning the| 


character of these concessions, but it is 
understood that in the final draft of the 
modts vivendi under consideration no 
provision will be made for a free port 
onthe fiynn Canal for Canada. It 
seems to be the general impression that 
in the permanent arrangement for the 
settlement of the dispute it will be 
agreed that Great Britain shall have a 
port on the Lynn Canal under a lease 
from this government for ninety-nine 
years no matter how other points of 
the controversy may be settled. 

Although Canada has _ apparently 
changed her attitude and agreed to 
make the conce-sions which Great Bri- 
tain has adavnced, it may »e stated 
that Secretary Hay has not withdrawn 
from the position assumed by this gov- 
ernment that the boundary line be 
placed to the northward of the village 
of luckwan. Nomatter whether the 
dispute is temporarily settled or not, 
tine govern nent thinks that it would 
not do to relinguish a fot of territory 
which is undonbtedly American, and 
Grezt Britain fully understands the 
purpose of the United States not to 
withdraw. Secretary Hay will thor- 
oughly discuss the Alaskan question to- 
mozrow with the president, and deter- 
mine the attitude of the United States, 
now that there is a porspect of a tem- 
porary settlement at least of the bound- 
ary controversy. 


BOER ORGAN SAYS WAR. 


Conflicting Dispatches as to Condition of 
Feeling in the Transvaal. 

London, Sept. 5.—Amid the crowd 
of conflicting dispatches from South 
Africa, regarding the Transvaal situa- 
tion, it is st::] impossible to say exact- 
ly what hus happened, it seems evid- 
ent, however, that President Kruger 
has withdrawn the five year franchise, 
which was dependent on Great Bri- 
tain’s acceptance of impossible condi- 
tiona regarding suzerainty and bad 
made some sort of temporurizing 
counter suggestions regarding a confer- 
ence. He has evidently backed down, 
but will his parliament support him, 
is the question. 

The Standard and Diggers’ News 
gives what purports to bea report of 
the secret session of the volksraad on 
Saturday. According to this account, 
the volksraad not only determined to 
reject the five year propusal, but also 
stoutly opposed President Kruger visit- 
ing Cape Town, and resolves to make a 
stand for the abrogation of England’s 
claim of suzerainty. The Boer organ 
then asserts: ‘‘The government. both 
the Raads and the Borghers, feel that 
they have offered all they intend to 
offez, and are now resolved to stand or 
fall by this decision.’’ 

Boer statements of this kind, coupled 
with the arrest at Johannesburg, speak 
louder than the wriggling pretences of 
Pretoria about arriving at an under- 
standing Certainly Mr. Mcueypenny 
and the other refugees will not be in a 
hurry to return to Johannesburg oni ac- 
count of the fine assurances of the state 
attorney.’ 

The Jobau.nesburg correspondent of 
the Standard says: ‘‘I learn from an 
official who has been earnestly striving 
for peace, trat the matter is now hope- 
less. The Boers will probabiy declare 
war at forty-eight bonrs notice and 
will try to raid Natal before the Brit- 
ish troops arrive. I believe the Orange 
Free State will join the Transvall, but 
that the Boers in Natal and Cape 
Colony will remain quiet at the outset 
unless irritated by the dismissal of the 
Cape Colony cabinet. The Boers have 
the fullest confidence, in their maga- 
zine rifle end their skill in marksman- 
ship. State Attorney Smuts is the 
chief inciter of the war party. Thirty 
thousand men in the Tranavaal and 
twenty thousand in the O-ange Free 
State will tase the field.’’

A bankrupt cannot be excused from the 
production of his books of account on the 
ground of constitutional privilegs. 

A bankrupt may refuse to answer ques- 
tions disclosing facts which may tend to 
incriminate him on a pending criminal 
charge. 

The burden of proving concealment of 
books of account rests on the creditor, 
und such concealment: must havg, been 
made with fraudulent intent. 

Creditors may join in the petition sub- 
sequently to its original filing. though 
they do so more than four months after 
the alleged act of bankruptcy. 

State laws are superseded and state 
courts ousted of jurisdiction upon the 
commencement of proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy against an insolvent whose estate 
is in process of settlement by the stute 
courts.
